INCONSISTENT RACING OF JOHN REARDON 
BRINGS SUSPENSION FOR HIS OWNER. 

Stewards at Laurel Refer Case to Jockey Club After 
Taking Preliminary Action — Laurel Track 
Again in Good Condition. 



Baltimore*, Md., October .’to. — The running of Jehu 
Reardon, which won tiie selling handicap this 
afternoon at laurel, was not satisfactory to the 
stewards, and after the raees the horse was turned 
over to the veterinarian of the track, who rejx#rted 
mat there was no evidence that lie had been 
dragged. The stewards suspended R. G. Martin, 
owner ol the horse, and his trainer, J. S. Merchant, 
and referred the ease to the Jockey Club. John 
Reardon's jwrformanee was in startling «-ontrast to 
his preceding race, in which he ran unplaced. It is 
true the going was different, hut it was generally 
supposed that track conditions when he Iasi started 
were to John Reardon's liking. Today. John Reardon 
vra in t lo* front flight ail tw way tad caie home 
easily in advance oi much latter company. 

Gotclus t«Mik the two-year-old handicap comfort- 
ably. The Oklahoma youngster snouidered top 
weight of 124 pounds and. after waiting on the 
leaders to the turn for home, went around tiie 
others aud woa by half a length, Gotelus conceded 
all the way from lo pounds that he was giving to 
Roauier, to 29 pounds tbai he gave to Water Lady. 

One of the largest crowds o* the meeting turned 
out and the track was in good condition for the 
first time in more than a week. Between the iirst 
and second raees there was a parade of the prize 
winners in the fair exhibition. Fine draught horses 
and blooded cattle vied with each other tor honors 
and the exhibition was much enjojVd.

LATONIA CONDITIONS CONTINUE BAD. 



Results Fairly Formful in Spite of Treacherous 
Track — James Dockery Bleeds During Race. 



Cincinnati, O., October 30. — Disagreeable weather 
conditions continued today aud it was a hardy baud 
of regulars that made the trip to Iaitonia this after- 
noon to witness the racing. The track was deep 
and sticky. Considering the adverse conditions, the 
card was a good one, small but select fields partici- 
pating in the racing. 

Upsets developed with the running of some of the 
raees, the worst of which for the speculators came 
in the fifth race when James Dockery, a heavily- 
hacked favorite, failed to get any portion of the 
purse because of his being takeu out of contention 
when he was stricken witli a hemorrhage a quarter 
of a mile from the finish. His elimination made 
victory easy for Back Bay, which, running in his 
la*st form, had assumed command from the start. 
James Dockery was in a contending jmsition at the 
time of his mishap and would in all probability 
have won under ordinary conditions. 

Bad riding contributed to the defeats of Sosius 
and Coppertown, both of which wen- strongly backed 
choices. In Copjiertowu’s case it was excusable, 
for the diminutive F. Murphy, who rode him, is a 
mere novice, but J. Henry, who handled Sosius, is a 
\eterau in experience aud his blundering tactics 
came in for sharp criticism. 

The opening dash resulted in victory for Thomas 
Hitchcock, Jr.’s Bayhead in handy fashion over 
Decathlon. W. J. Young, who trains Bayhead, 
saddled his second winner in Buck Keenou, which 
heat Sosius in the second race. J. B. Respess’ 
V reeland, at odds-on. led his opponents to the 
finish in the third. Glint, which finished third, 
might have beaten him but for being steered almost 
to the outer rail on the stretch turn. Weber & 
Ward’s < Vumterpart, also an odds-on favorite, had 
a close call from deteat in the fourth by L. H. 
Adair, which pressed him closely during the stretch 
racing. 

the good haudiing that Benton gave Ocean Queen 
in the closing dash was directly responsible for her 
success over Garneau and Dynamite. Brave, which 
laced in sensational fashion in a preceding start, 
ran si dull race today and finished a distant trailer, 
the stiff going probably accounting for his bad 
showing. 

The attendance this afternoon was small com 
pared with former patrpuage^ The betting also 
fell off souiewhar. buf wft?* ftfr in excess of expec- 
tations. General Manager Haehmeister is well 
satisfied with the patronage so far, but the con 
tiuuous bad weather since the opening is a source of 
worry to him, as it has lieen to others, and it has 
cost the association a huge amount in gate receipts. 

Trainer J. O. Keene, who lias in charge the big 
string of racers owned by J. N. Camden, has about 
decided to refrain from further racing this season 
and will shortly ship all the horses, with the ex 
ception of three or four that he desires to dispose 
of at private sale, to llartland Stud to go into 
winter quarters. The continuous bad track condi- 
tions that have prevailed since the opening is re 
spousible for Keene’s derision to send the horsi-s 
home. Helios and Bringhursr are especially in good 
form at present, but the state of the goiug is against 
them and keeps them in the stable. 

Jockey Benton, who is under contract to W. IT. 
Fizer, came iu for praise on account of the manner 
in which he handled Ocean Queen iu the closing dash. 
Lemon showed good form in the saddle in British 
Columbia this season ami will ride at Juarez this 
winter. 

Irish Kid caused considerable excitement before 
I Mist time in tiie last race by breaking away from 
his attendant and galloping at top sjieed in the 
stable yards until captured. 

Buck Keenou and Vreeland. the two horse combi- 
nation, .voided $17.15 for $2. wide Counterpart, 
Bark Bay aud Ocean Queen, the throe-horse, paid 
$137.10. 

Jockeys J. McDonald and J. Daniels will ride 
tliis winter at Juarez. 

Jockey Borel remain<Ml over to fill several engage- 
ments this afternoon, but will leave tonight for his 
home iu California- 

Frank Brueu received advices today from Fred 
Auerbach, who is now at Charleston, that the entries 
to the twenty-three stakrs to be run at Palmeto 
Park exceed 1,150, a grand average of 50 to each 
slake.

Norfolk, Va., October 30. — Oue hundred and fifty 
nominations have been made by turfmen now actively 
racing in Maryland and Kentucky for the four stakes 
to be run during tiie autumn race meeting of the* 
Jamestown Jockey Club, which begins Thursday, 
November 13. to last for fifteen racing days. The 
class of horses revealed by jierusal of the list of 
nominations excels that of any previous list for 
the chief races at the seaside track, and Manager 
Bob Levy is particularly pleased with the diversity 
of ownership and representation of tiie west as 
well as the cast. The nominations, which have been 
forwarded to the Jockey Club for approval prior to 
publication, arc distributed as follows: 

Merchants’ Selling Stakes, $1,000, for all ages, six 
furlongs, to be run on Ladies day, Thursday, .No- 
vember 13; 41 nominations. 

Lvnnhaven Hotel Handicap, $1JJ00. for two-year- 
olds*. six furlongs, to Ik* run on Saturday. No- 
vember 15; 33 nominations. 

Monticello Hotel Handicap. $1,200. for all ages, 
1 mile, to be run on Saturday. November 22; 3S 
nominations. 

Thanksgiving Day Handicap, $1,000. for all aces, 
1 mile and a sixteenth, to be run Thursday. No- 
vember 27: 38 nominations.
